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“I am quite disappointed with the low turnout of vot¬ 
ers.” Town Councilor Robert E. Rossi said. “I would’ve 
liked to have seen more people voting in the town of 
Agawam." 

There are 17,432 registered voters in the town of 
Agawam and approximately 30,000 residents as of 
2001, according to Theroux. Approximately 4,000 res¬ 
idents voted, or about 25 percent. 

Rossi said he wants to focus on restoring the peo¬ 
ple of Agawam. 

“I have been a lifelong resident of this community 
and I want to preserve and protect the resident’s 
rights," Rossi said. “I want to look at zoning laws, edu¬ 
cation, health care and the budget.” 


Rossi said he wants to look more closely at the 
Agawam School System and make sure the students 
are being challenged. "I want to create a conducive 
environment to learning and teaching. I expect to work 
closely with the school administration.” 

In regards to Agawam’s budget, Rossi said, 
"Everyone should be on the same page and the 
process needs to be streamlined and there should 
direct accountability! I want to be the type of mayor 
that demonstrates clearly that I have the residents’ 
concerns in my mind," Rossi said. “I want to be open 
and visible in the community and hardworking for the 
residents in Agawam." 

Rossi went on to say that in the past he's witnessed 
officials who weren’t concerned with people’s needs, 
rather their focus on government and politics. “I want 


to shift my focus to the people of Agawam,’ Rossi 
said. ‘‘We need to get back to we the people, for the 
people and by the people.’ I am very happy to be 
where I am!" Rossi concluded. “I clearly think there is 
work to be done and I intend to work hard and get my 
message out to the people.” 

Magovern also commented on the primary and 
said, “First, I want to thank everyone who worked on 
my campaign. They were all a good group of workers. 

“I feel some issues never came out during the cam¬ 
paigns because the Agawam voters don’t understand 
the problems that lie in town," Magovern said. “Mayor 
Cohen has been dishonest with the residents of 
Agawam."

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Cohen announces additional 
ambulance service to the town 


Mayor Richard A. Cohen has announced that the 
Town of Agawam and Firefighters Local 1973 have 
reached an agreement which will provide for full-time 
ambulance service from the Feeding Hills Fire 
Station. 

Effective October 14, 2001, this additional ambu¬ 
lance service will supplement the already-operating 
ambulance service from Fire Headquarters on Main 
Street. __

Magovern said the facts are that taxes will be high¬ 
er in January and that there has not been one new 
business in the town in the last year. “The Mayor will 
reassess every property in Agawam to pay for his 
great ideas,” Magovern said. 

As a result, Magovern said the cost will increase to 
run our town government. “My philosophy is, I would 
rather to have tried and failed then to never had tried 
at all,” Magovern said. “But we [the town of Agawam] 
do have problems ahead.” 

When asked what he wants to accomplish if re¬ 
elected, Cohen told us, “I want to see many projects 
continue.” 

For example, Cohen spoke about the South End 
Bridge project and how this affects the residents of 
Agawam with concerns to traffic frustrations. “I would 
also like to continue to clean up Main Street traffic with 
the cooperation of Six Flags Amusement Park," 
Cohen said. “We have reduced traffic in that area and 
we will continue to do so with the assistance of the 
PWED (Public Works Economic Development) grant. 

Cohen explained the PWED grant is a state grant 
designed for highways and roads and the town of 
Agawam was granted a $1.2 million PWED grant to 
use this year. 


Mayor Cohen said, “This Memorandum of 
Understanding is the result of lengthy negotiations by 
both the Mayor and the Firefighters to achieve this 
expanded sen/ice. This is a win-win situation for all 
the residents of Agawam. Additionally, the Town 
Council unanimously supported an ambulance for 
Feeding Hills. 

“I look forward to not only the continuation, but the 
increase of our extremely competent and profession¬ 
al ambulance service for the Town," said Cohen. 

Cohen said he wants to see the town move forward 
in a positive direction with recreation in regards to the 
School Street Property project that will allow for bike 
paths, more side walks and road improvements. 

Other areas Cohen said he would like to stay 
focused on are the Agawam High School library and 
Agawam Public Library construction, as well as the 
continued progression of education in the Agawam 
School System. 

“We now have weekly trash pick-up for the resi¬ 
dents of Agawam,” Cohen said. “I want to have a pos¬ 
itive effect on people’s every day lives here in the 
town of Agawam.” 

In addition to all these projects and more, Cohen 
said he is proud of his accomplishment in Feeding 
Hills, regarding the addition of an ambulance. "Within 
the year, I would also like to have another fire truck.in 
town," Cohen stated. “ 

“All the hard work paid off and I will continue to 
work harder to fulfill the needs of the residents in 
Agawam,” Cohen said. “I think what makes this cam¬ 
paign special is the mixture of ages and all their con¬ 
tributions. My campaign also involves a family atmos¬ 
phere and in the next four weeks, the voters will tell it 
all. I am proud to be Agawam’s Mayor (in the Primary 
Election)!”

In praise of Agawam’s EMTs, 
firemen, and police officers

I would like to take this opportunity to extend my 
sincere thanks and gratefulness to the Agawam Fire 
Department, EMTs, and Police Department. 

Last month, I had a serious medical emergency 
which required immediate medical attention. Within 
minutes of my son dialing 911, Agawam fire, police, 
and EMTs arrived at my home and began addressing 
my emergency. After surgery and a lot of rest, I am 
feeling much better and am on my way to a full recov¬ 
ery.

Conservation Committee 
Chairman in support of CPA 

To the Editor: 

On this year’s ballot, there is the question of 
whether or not the Town of Agawam should partici- 
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pate in the Community Preservation Act. I will vote 
YES! 

As a member of the Agawam Conservation 
Committee for 30 years, I have seen how develop¬ 
ment has overtaken the Town of Agawam. There is no 
basic plan by the developers to leave open space for 
playgrounds as well as to retain the characteristics of 
our town. Many farms have been lost to development. 
Fortunately, when the present town golf course was 
subdivided to become a large housing development, 
the developers went bankrupt, allowing the town to 
buy the land at auction. 

The approval of the Community Preservation Act 
would increase taxes one percent, representing a 
cost of about $16 to $22 a year (depending on your 
tax bill). This tax money could only be spent on the 
following town projects: historical preservation, elder¬ 
ly housing, recreation, and conservation. Any project 
would require approval of the Town Council. The state 
would match up to 100 percent of the money collect¬ 
ed. 

Regarding development rights, farmers could have 
the state buy development rights. The town cost 
would be 10 percent. However, since the town has not 
as yet come up with its share, we could lose some of 
our farms in the next few years unless the town can 
pay its share. 

The passage of the Community Preservation Act 
would allow the town to fund such a program. In addi¬ 
tion, if the School Street project is to go forward, this 
tax money would decrease the time and cost to devel¬ 
op the site. The School Street project is recreation for 
all the citizens of Agawam.

Honorable Service Lapel Pin 

The Honorable Service Lapel Button was a small 
token of appreciation given to every American service 
member that was discharged after WWII. It was nick¬ 
named the “Ruptured Duck” by the more than 12 mil¬ 
lion soldiers, sailors, airmen, and Marines that were 
mustered out of the military between September 1939 
and December 1946. 

The small, gold-plated brass emblem, 7/16 inches 
high and 5/8 inch wide, had its beginning on June 9, 

1925, when the War Department issued General 
Order No. 13 authorizing the wearing of the “Badge of 
Service” for honorably discharged veterans. 

The design consisted of “an eagle perched within a 
ring which displayed seven white ventricle stripes and 
six red ventricle stripes and a blue chief along the 
wing bearing the words "National Defense." 

The origins of the term, “Ruptured Duck” are 
unknown despite the claims of many of coining one or 
more famous phrases to come out of WWII. Capt. Ted 
Lawson, a pilot in the famous Doolittle raid over 
Tokyo, named his B-25 bomber “Ruptured Duck.” 

Lawson wrote the book, “30 seconds over Tokyo" that 
was later made into a movie. 

World War ll veterans who would like to replace 
their lost pins may receive one free of charge. To be 
eligible, a veteran must have served honorably 
between September 8,1939 and December 31,1946.

Bill Beaudry - campaign

When Bill Beaudry, treasurer of Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen’s campaign, is not working, he said he enjoys 
the art of oil painting as a way of relaxing and one of 
his most recognized pieces of art is a mural on his 
garage door on Country Road in Agawam. 

Beaudry said his friend, Ray Provost, inspired him 
to paint the garage door mural, which is an oil paint¬ 
ing of trees, plants, a bench and most recently an 
American flag that represents the acts of terrorism 
that struck our nation on September 11th. 

As he was looking through his friend s pictures, 
Beaudry said he saw a picture of a house with a mural 
on a garage door and that motivated him to paint a 
mural on his own garage door. 

Beaudry likes to include pieces of his life in his 
paintings and the trees and plants on his garage add 
character to his mural, since they are all parts of his 
yard. 

“I put the American flag up on the mural in memory 
of September 11th,” Beaudry said. “I find it very dev¬ 
astating that a human would be willing to take his or 
her own life and several other’s with them. 

"Now there are many families without their loved 
ones,” Beaudry added. “This is scary and I hope 
nobody ever forgets this, it is still here and will never 
go away.” 

Beaudry said he not only paints as a way of relax¬ 
ation, but also to benefit his family and friends. 

“Many of my family and friends have original paint¬ 
ings and it’s nice to see other people appreciate art. 
Everyone has a plain white garage door and I wanted 
to paint something different, so that people could drive 
by and say, ‘that’s unusual.’ I wanted to maybe start a 
trend to make garage doors more attractive,” noted 
Beaudry. 

The mural took Beaudry about 16 hours to com¬ 
plete this past summer on the weekends. 

As Cohen’s campaign treasurer since April 1999, 
Beaudry’s responsibilities include taking care of all the 
money aspects of the campaign, paying the bills, pro¬ 
ducing reports and making sure everything balances 
out correctly. 

“All the money from the Mayor’s campaign goes 
directly into a checking account and is used for cam¬ 
paign expenses," Beaudry said. 

Beaudry became the Mayor’s campaign treasurer 
almost by accident after he met the Mayor’s brother, 
Alan Cohen, who is a guidance counselor at Agawam 
High School, where Beaudry’s son, Michael, attended 
school at the time. 

As time went on and Beaudry’s son went to 
Springfield Technical Community College (STCC), he 
said he would often run into Mayor Cohen at STCC

where he worked prior to running and winning the 
Mayor’s seat here. 

“I saw how Rich (Mayor Cohen) was with the stu¬ 
dents and one day he said jokingly that he was look¬ 
ing for a campaign manager,” Beaudry said. “We 
decided soon after that I would be campaign treasur¬ 
er instead." 

Beaudry saw how helpful Mayor Cohen was with 
his son as well as the other students at STCC and 
that’s when Beaudry decided he wanted to be 
involved in the Mayor’s campaign. 

“I wanted to give something back,” Beaudry said. 

Beaudry said his history of banking for the last 30 
years is what helped to determine his current position 
as campaign treasurer. In addition to banking, 
Beaudry has also been a branch manager and is also 
currently an administrative assistant for a non-profit 
organization. “I have been working as an administra¬ 
tive assistant for the Institute of Community 
Economics for the last 3 fi years,” Beaudry said.

In addition to his professional experience, Beaudry 
has two associate degrees from STCC, one in busi¬ 
ness administration and the other in data processing.

Common hair complaints 

This week, I will continue my article on common 
hair complaints and how to cope with them. 

Another common questions is how to get ride of 
split ends. Sorry to say that once your single strand of 
hair has parted, there is only one way to get rid of it - 
(the "c" word) cutting. You can minimize the appear¬ 
ance of split ends and help smooth them down with a 
variety of conditioning and styling products: silicone 
serums, for instance, will both help glue and gloss 
over the cracks in your hair.

An attitude of gratitude... 

The Bible tells us that we are made in the image of 
God. That probably does not mean that God has 
arms, legs, eyes, and ears like we do. Although God 
can reach out to do things; God can come to us in our 
time of need; God can see everything that goes on in 
our lives; and God can hear our prayers, God is not as 
limited in His exercise of His senses as we are. 

Chances are, that when the Bible says we are 
made in the image of God, it means that we have 
certain attributes, or characteristics, which are 
similar to God's. For example, people are emotional 
beings. In this regard, we are very much like God, and 
very much unlike animals. Animals react to stimuli like 
we do. However, animals do not seem to have true 
emotions, or at least not the range and depth of emo¬ 
tions, which people have. On the other hand, the Bible 
provides evidence that God does have feelings, like 
we do. 

The Bible tells us that God has a wide range of 
emotions. One of the emotions which God has, which 
might surprise us, is the ability to feel hurt. An exam¬ 
ple of Jesus’ feelings being hurt appears in the Gospel 
According to Luke. 

As they continued onward toward Jerusalem, 
they reached the border between Galilee and 
Samaria, and as they entered a village there, ten 
lepers stood at a distance, crying out, “Jesus, Sir, 
have mercy on us!" He looked at them and said, 
“Go to the Jewish priest and show him that you 
have been healed!" And as they were going, the 
leprosy disappeared. One of them came back to 
Jesus, shouting, “Glory to God, I’m healed!” He 
fell flat down on the ground in front of Jesus, face 
downward in the dust, thanking Him for what He 
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had done. This man was a despised Samaritan. 
Jesus asked, “Didn’t I heal ten men? Where are 
the other nine? Does only this foreigner return to 
give glory to God?” And Jesus said to the man, 
“Stand up and go; your faith has made you well." 

In Jesus’ day, lepers were always outcasts from 
society. Nobody wanted anything to do with them. 
People were afraid that leprosy was contagious, and 
they feared being infected. It was like when the AIDS 
epidemic first broke out, and fear caused people to 
shun AIDS patients. Society’s message to lepers was: 
“Stay away ... don’t ask for anything from us." In the 
region of Jerusalem, the only thing worse than being 
a leper was being a Samaritan with leprosy. 

In this story, we can almost hear Jesus’ voice 
sounding hurt as He asked, “Didn’t I heal ten men? 
Does only this foreigner return to give glory to God?” 
We can almost see Him looking off in the direction the 
other nine lepers had taken, hoping they too would 
come back. 

We could conclude our consideration of this story 
at this point, without wondering what it means to us 
today. Or, we could ask, “does this story have any¬ 
thing to do with me?” 

This story has everything to do with each and every 
one of us. Each of us has been blessed by God, in 
ways we don’t deserve. For some of us, God has 
done something for us which would qualify for a mira¬ 
cle. Most of us have not had God perform a miracle 
for us, but we’ve been blessed nonetheless. 

God could demand that we repay Him for what He 
does for us. But He doesn’t. All He asks us for is 
appreciation, a word of thanks. Of all of the various 
things the Bible tells us we should do, giving thanks to 
God is among the most frequently mentioned. 

We should stop at this point. After all that God has 
done for us, the least we owe God is an attitude of 
gratitude. But Jesus went on a little further. For the 
one person who showed gratitude, who merely said 
“thank you,” Jesus had yet another reward. Jesus 
gave this one man more than just his health back. He 
gave him his life back, as well! And Jesus said to the 
man, “Stand up and go; your faith has made you 
well."

Gratitude Is Contagious 

Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits. —Psalm 103:2 


Although forgetfulness sometimes increases with age, it's really common to 
us all. Even children have lapses of memory and excuse themselves by 
saying, "I forgot!” But there’s one kind of forgetfulness that is inexcusable at 
any age—forgetting to be grateful to God. The psalmist David was 
determined not to fail the Lord in this way, so he exhorted his soul: "Forget 
not all His benefits" (Psalm 103:2). 

David didn't keep his thanksgiving to God a secret. In Psalm 34:2 he wrote, 
"The humble shall hear of it and be glad." And who were the humble? They 
were those who, like David, were going through tough times. Why would 
die 1 be glad to hear his praises? Because their own faith was strengthened 
when he testified about God's help to him in times of fear (v.4), trouble (v.6), 
need (v. 10), sorrow (v. 18), or affliction (v. 19). 

When was the last time you openly and unashamedly praised God for helping 
you in your difficulties? Someone has said, "If Christians praised God more, 
the world would doubt Him less." Not only is it appropriate, therefore, to 
express your gratitude for all His benefits, but your example may also 
encourage others to move from doubt to faith as you praise Him. —JEY

Nursing Home - Failure to Monitor Patient 

The plaintiff was a 51 year-old man who was 
retarded from birth and had recently been placed in a 
nursing facility. The admission intake sheet stated 
that the plaintiff required assistance while toileting. On 
a certain date, the plaintiff’s guardian received a tele¬ 
phone call from the facility alerting the guardian to the 
fact that a minor accident had occurred. The message 
had stated that the plaintiff had slipped, fallen, and 
was complaining of pain in his leg. 

The plaintiff’s guardian then called the facility and 
requested that he be brought to a local hospital for an 
evaluation. The facility responded by saying they 
would need a doctor to make a referral before any 
transfer could take place. They allegedly added that 
they did not believe any medical care was necessary. 

Several hours later, a referral was made and the 
plaintiff was taken to the hospital. X-rays showed a 
non-displaced fracture of his right femur. The plaintiff 
was placed in a cast for eight weeks and forced to uti¬ 
lize a wheelchair. After the cast was removed, the 
plaintiff was deemed healed. 

Discovery revealed that the plaintiff had been 
placed in a men’s room under a nurse’s supervision. 
At some point, the nurse was reportedly called out of 
the room, leaving the plaintiff unsupervised. At some 
point, the plaintiff claimed to have heard his name and 
believed the nurse was calling him. He got up off the 
toilet, still with his pants around his ankles, and 
attempted to exit the men’s room. The nurse returned 
to the room when she heard the plaintiff fall and begin 
to cry. 

The plaintiff’s counsel argued that the plaintiff 
endured psychological trauma as well as physical 
injury as a result of the incident. After his cast was 
removed, he was forced to use a walker. He then 
reportedly grew mentally dependent on the walker 
and refused to walk without it, even though he had no 
physical disability that required the use of a walker. 

The plaintiff also became withdrawn and fearful of 
the men’s room. For months after the accident, he 
required the use of a bed pan as he refused to use the 
toilet. 

As a result of the accident, the plaintiff incurred 
medical expenses totaling less than $5,000.00. The 
case was settled for $150,000.00.

Tips on how to rake properly... 

Do you look forward to autumn and the beauty of 
the changing leaves? Do you enjoy this time of year 
so much that you wish it would last year-round? Then 
you probably do not have a yard full of trees shedding 
leaves by the acre. 

If you find yourself spending every Saturday at the 
end of a rake, these are a few tips to keep your back 
in good health: 

* Stretch. Yes, I’ve said this before, but it is impor¬ 
tant to loosen the muscles before actively using them. 

* Keep your back straight. This is your back’s 
strongest position. Try to keep your spine straight. 
Most injuries occur during the twisting and bending 
motion (as when filling a bag with leaves). 

* Use your leg muscles. Let them do the lifting. 
Keep a slight bend in the knees and hips. 

* Take frequent breaks. Take a moment to rehy¬ 
drate with a cool glass of water. (Don’t forget - colas 
and tea contribute to dehydration.) 

* Jumping in a pile of leaves is great for stress 
relief - try it!

* To really decrease strain, have your children 
rake the leaves!

Raking Leaves 

The vibrant colors of changing leaves with crisp, 
cool air can attract even the most homebody out-of- 
doors for a couple hours of leaf-raking 

For those with larger yards and more trees, the 
task of leaf-raking can become a dreaded yearly 
occurrence. 

For many of us, this yearly ritual causes aches and 
pains, especially in the lower back In some, the pain 
just won’t go away.

My wife , Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been 
co-authors of a book about life with our second 
child. Julia Gene. We’ve chosen to share our story 
of love with you each week over these several 
months. We are nearing the final chapter. Last 
week, I included a short piece written by a friend 
describing our ride in his big, black car to the 
cemetery. Today, Mellon reflects on her experi¬ 
ence of the morning’s events. 

Chapter Eleven - Julia’s place (part two) 

Tues. - Day 15 

I awoke the morning of June 1 (1991) knowing it 
would be a day forever imprinted on my soul. I fell 
asleep the night before with Julia being the last 
thought on my weary mind and heart, only to wake 
having Julia’s presence right there with me again. 

The morning had an “oddness” about it. It wasn’t a 
regular weekday feeling, nor a Saturday or Sunday 
morning feeling. It was very unique and special. I was 
to bury my little girl today! 

The graveside burial service was at 10:00 a.m. We 
were all ready ahead of schedule. It had rained the 
night before and was a damp, overcast morning. The 
sun was trying its best to peek through the heavy, dark 
clouds. We decided to let Kevin go outside for a while 
to p.ay on :he swing set in the backyard. He wore his 
long-sleeve pajama shirt, covered by an un-buttoned, 
bright blue short-sleeve shirt. He wore his multi-col¬ 
ored slacks with his multi-colored, slip-on sneakers. 
He put on his Mickey Mouse cap and royal blue wind- 
breaker and hood. Before exiting the yard, Kevin 
asked if v. e could tape on his Crayola markers to his 
wrist. His playfulness and imagination knew no limits 


on this or any other day. 

Dan, Steve, and I found ourselves keeping Kevin 
company on our backyard deck. Steve wore a dark, 
two-piece suit with a tie. Dan wore a comfortable pair 
of slacks, a blue sports coat with no tie, and I wore a 
new blue-and-white, one-piece stripped dress bought 
just the other day for this occasion. It felt odd standing 
there all dressed up. as if we had prepared to go out 
to a party or (what would have felt more appropriate) 
our daughter’s Christening ceremony. But instead, we 
were going to say good-bye to Julia and place her in 
her final resting place, Julia’s Place. 

As odd as the moment was, it was also special. We 
set Kevin up with a camera and he captured the 
moment. 

When 9:45 a.m. arrived, it was time to depart for 
the cemetery. The anxiety grew for me. I was, howev¬ 
er, comforted by the security offered by Steve’s big, 
black Lincoln towncar. The same car and company 
that had earlier last week carried me safely to Julia's 
side in Boston, was now carrying me and my family to 
Julia once again. 

We drove slowly through the streets of Agawam. 
We were all silently preparing to carry forth the inti¬ 
macy and connection for one another and Julia. I was 
so scared! I didn’t know what was to come, nor how I 
might respond to this opportunity for an even deeper 
connection with my friends, family, Julia, God, and 
myself. 

The car made its way slowly down the long drive¬ 
way from the Main Street entrance of the cemetery. As 
we inched closer, I was in awe of all the vehicles that 
had lined the roadway. I was touched. The car was 
escorted to a space awaiting our arrival nearest the 
grave site. 

We sat behind the dark-tinted windows for a final 
few precious moments of private reflection. The doors 
opened and I became immediately aware of my visi¬ 
bility to everyone gathered. It was scary for me to 
know that so many people cared for me, Dan, Kevin, 
and Julia. 

Many of the same people who attended the 
evening service were here. Many others were with us 

******* 


for the first time. Among the new faces were my older 
brother, Paul, and his wife, Maureen. They had just 
heard of our sad news the day before and traveled 
early this morning from Philadelphia. They stopped in 
Brooklyn, New York (my hometown) to pick up my two 
younger sisters, Cathy and Jennifer, who also wanted 
to make the long trip to be with us. I was surprised, 
pleased, and felt very supported by their presence. 
Did I deserve all this, I wondered? 

We walked past four or five rows of gravesites to 
get to the very back row alongside the long row of 
hedges. We had purchased only a half-plot, feeling 
that we were too young to purchase a family plot at 
this time. The crowd parted in silence as we were 
escorted to stand above Julia in her tiny white box sur¬ 
rounded by fresh-cut flowers. It was a breathtaking 
sight. I took in my surroundings as best as possible. 
Then, my vision went inside the (now-closed) casket 
to capture one last look at Julia’s little body. I trem¬ 
bled! My heart raced, silently aching and screaming 
inside me. I wished I could have screamed out my 
heartache, then and there! 

We surrounded Julia’s Place, Dan to my left, Steve 
to my right. Kevin found his way into the secure and 
tender arms of Uncle Mike. Everyone gathered closer 
and began to spontaneously join hands. I could feel 
the union and presence of friends, family, and co¬ 
workers intimately connecting, in this most precious of 
moments, with Julia at Julia’s Place. Then, Kyle - our 
friend and minister - began the service.

AFS and Visiting 
Teachers Programs 
assist international 
educators

Visiting teacher Maritza Griffiths arrived in New 
York on August 22nd from Bolivia and then came to 
Agawam on August 25th to assist Spanish Mentor 
Teacher Mary Ellen Bruce at Agawam High School, 
with the support of the Agawam American Intercultural 
Programs (AFS) program and the AFS Visiting 
Teachers Program. 

The Visiting Teachers Program is a one-way pro¬ 
gram, with no reciprocation of teachers from America, 
that is run by the AFS Global Educators Program, 
according to Ms. Bruce. 

The AFS program was originally called the 
American Field Service Program and was founded 
after WWI and was one of the first internationally rec¬ 
ognized programs in America, Ms. Bruce said. 

Since the early 1970’s, the AFS program has been 
hosting international educators from partner countries 
around the world, according to the AFS Global 
Educator’s Program. 

These visiting teachers (or international educators) 
come to the United States for usually one semester 
and sometimes one academic school year. They live 
with local host families and they teach, as well as 
learn in local schools. 

The AFS Program also states that depending on 
the need of the local schools and families, the visiting 
teacher may stay in one school during their stay or 
several schools or districts in the program. The visit¬ 
ing teachers may also stay with one family or several 
during their time in America. 

There are many goals of the AFS Global Educators 
Program and they include the following objectives: to 
provide educators with intercultural experiences that 
enhance the way they teach; to change the lives of 
young people as they learn about other countries and 
cultures; to enhance intercultural understanding in 
schools and communities; and to provide the visiting 
teachers with an exchange experience that demon¬ 
strates the growing independence of countries. 

The Visiting Teachers Program is the “hosting half’ 
of the AFS Global Educators program. 

“We’ve had five visiting teachers at the Agawam 
High School since 1991 and this is the fifth Latin 
American teacher," Ms. Bruce said. “We love this pro¬ 
gram in Agawam!” 

The AFS program allows visiting teachers to come 
to America from places such as the Far East, Latin 
America, South America, and other countries, Ms. 
Bruce said. “Essentially, every teacher has their own 
motivation and primarily the teacher program is an 
education exchange," Bruce said. 

"I like to speak with the students in my own lan¬ 
guage and hear how they can speak my language," 
Agawam High School’s Visiting Teacher Maritza 
Griffiths said. “I also like how the students are inter¬ 
ested in my language and about the culture in my 
country.” 

The visiting teachers come to America to improve 
their English skills, learn and share teaching method¬ 
ologies, observe everything about the American 
school system, and to give pieces of their own culture 
to the school community as well as the community at 
large, Ms. Bruce explained. 

Ms. Bruce said the visiting teachers receive no 
monetary compensation. They are here at their own 
expense, however, visiting teachers who teach in 
Agawam through AFS do receive a small stipend. 

“This is an incredible opportunity for me as a men¬ 
tor teacher to have a native speaker of Spanish in my 
classroom and to have first-hand cultural experience 
to share," Ms. Bruce said. 

Although Mrs. Griffiths said she “loves her country,” 


she said that living in America and working in a public 
school is very different than living and working in 
schools in Bolivia. 

She believes that Agawam High School has “every¬ 
thing" for their students, including good teachers as 
well as good organization at the school. “It’s not the 
same in Bolivia.Public schools don’t have as many 
opportunities,” Mrs. Griffiths said. “The salaries are 
also very low in Bolivia and it’s better to teach in a 
public school in America." 

For five years, Mrs. Griffiths studied language and 
linguistics in Bolivia at the University of Bolivia. 

The requirements to become a visiting teacher 
include a bachelor’s degree in teaching or humanities, 
the ability to speak English, to be younger than 65 
years-old, and to want to come to America to teach. 

However, Ms. Bruce said the Visiting Teachers 
Program is competitive and more people apply than 
actually get selected. 

“This semester, five Bolivian teachers were select¬ 
ed to teach in the United States," Ms. Bruce said. 

In addition to being Spanish Mentor Teacher at 
Agawam High School, Ms. Bruce is also an AFS 


member, a student club advisor to the school’s AFS 
club, and an advisor to the four AFS students who are 
currently seniors at AFS. 

Ms. Bruce said she has been involved in the AFS 
program for 15 years and it’s become “second nature” 
to her, as it has to many other members in town. 

“The Agawam School Committee has been very 
accepting and flexible with the AFS Program,” Ms. 
Bruce said. "AFS has a very good track record in the 
town. We are so pleased the AFS program has been 
so supportive!” Ms. Bruce said. 

Ms. Bruce also mentioned there are other organi¬ 
zations in town who support the teachers and the stu¬ 
dents with services and contributions. 

“We are very thankful for everything!” Ms. Bruce 
said. “We receive wonderful talent, community sup¬ 
port, parent and school support, and Ric Sardella 
(president of local AFS chapter) is the glue that holds 
all the pieces together." 

Mrs. Griffiths is living with Diane and Rory Chase in 
Feeding Hills during her stay in America, which will 
come to an end in early January. “They are very nice

Griffiths has a husband and a 22 year-old daugh¬ 
ter, who is studying to be a lawyer in Bolivia. 

“I miss my family very much,” Mrs. Griffiths said. 
Mrs. Griffiths said she would like to thank all the 
AFS members in Agawam. “They are all great people 
and I can depend on them for support I need during 
my stay,” Mrs. Griffiths said. “I also want to say thank 
you to Mary Ellen. She is great with me and under¬ 
stands any troubles I have.” 

Mrs. Griffiths said she has made a diverse circle of 
friends in the community, who also help her with her 
needs. “The biggest problem [with having a visiting 
teacher] is transportation,” Bruce said. “We all try to 
share the responsibility, but I see that it sometimes 
frustrates Maritza." 

Ms. Bruce explained that it would not be construc¬ 
tive to transport a vehicle or change Maritza s license, 
since she is only staying for one semester. It would 
involve a lot of time and money and it is more pro¬ 
ductive for her to teach and learn during her stay. 

“Agawam High School is lucky to be involved in the 
AFS program. It is well rooted in the community and 
has great dedication to the teachers and students in 
Agawam,” Ms. Bruce concluded. 

So far, Mrs. Griffiths has taken a few trips since 
arriving on August 25th, including a day visit to 
Newport, Rhode Island, A UMass football game, a 
hike of Mt. Greylock on Columbus Day, and a day at 
Yankee Candle Company and the Butterfly Museum 
in Deerfield.

Parenting or Pestering 

This morning, I was thinking about these two words 
and how inextricably they are intertwined. I don t think 
one word can really exist without the other. Please let 
me explain. 

In order to parent effectively, it is important to “stay 
on” your children. You must be aware of what they are 
doing, not be afraid to ask questions, and be able and 
willing to establish boundaries. In a way, this intrusion 
can be called pestering, but I would rather euphemisti¬ 
cally call it parenting. 

Just the other day, a parent called me on the phone 
to discuss his son’s progress, or lack thereof. He just 
couldn’t understand why his child was doing so bad>y 
He said, “You know, we give him everything. There's 
food on the table at night, he has all the clothes he 
needs, and we even pay for the insurance on the car 
He has a great room where he can study and a state- 
of-the-art computer. What possibly could be the prob¬ 
lem?” 

"Well," I explained, “it is apparent that he does have 
some wonderful tangible things, but what about the 
intangible ones? I mean, do you set times when he

Clark got another block 
from Jeremy Mahue at midfield to wipe out another 
Knight and it turned into a footrace, which Clark won 
handily to score a 90 -yarder with 9:40 left in the half. 

His dad, Pete (who is an assistant with the team 
this year), liked it: “Joe went to a couple of camps over 
the summer.

With 5 30 left in the first half, the Brownies’ defense 
finally managed to stop the Holyoke offense and give 
the ball back to the Agawam offense ... and they 
cashed in.

Clark bulled it over from there with 3:46 left in the 
half. 

The big play was on fourth and two from the 
Knights’ 33 when Agawam went for it and Lottermoser 
brought the ball down to the five.
